HE EXPIRED AT HIS HOME IN PATERSQN.

Garret A. Hobart, Vice-President of the 


TJuiled Slates, died al 8.30 o'clock las 
Tueadav morning at bis home in Patersun 
N. L, 


The illness of the Vice-President ina> 


be said to date from thy fail uf 1S9S, priu 
to bis return to Washington, iu November 
At that time his ph>siciana observed symp 
tons of em hurrahed respiration, due t 
heart trouble.

health. 


Mr Hobart was taken ill with an sit

Admiral Dowey's Defense of the Transfer o 


His Home to His Wife. 


Following is the statement, in part 


made by Admiral Dewey la«t Friday it 
defense of his action in transferring iiij

'ented to him by Ibe American people— tc 
jis wife: 


"When I made over this house tn m\ 


wife," said tbe Admiral, "I thought I was- 
doing the most gracious act that an Ameri 
an gentleman could do. I thought tbe 
)eople had given me this bouse for me u. 
lispone of as 1 cbope. It seems that I was 
Mistaken. I would never have sold it, nor 
;iven it, nor willed it, nor disposed of it it 
.ny manner whatsoever outside of my own 
amily. But 1 did believe I had the right 
o give it to my wife or my sou if I chose 
o do so. 


"It pains me very deeply to feel that I 


m compelled to lay open the secrets of my 
omestic life, but, in view of the insult; 
which I have received at tbe hands of 
rriters of letters wbicb have been pub- 
isbed, 1 feel justified in somewhat over- 
tepping the hounds of propriety and say 
ng that Mrs. Dewey understood tetter 
nan I did the feelings of the people. At 
rst she declined to permit tbe house to be 
ransferred to her. 


"She did consent only after an arrange- 
lent had been effected by which not only 
36 bouse, which was the gift to me from 
be American people, but her entire per- 
oual fortune, which, as you are aware, is 
onsiderable, was to ultimately go to my 
on, George. Thus be bad absolutely notb- 
ng to lose by my conveying my house to 
y wife, but, ou tbe contrary, was a gieat 
ainer. 
"The relations between my eon and my- 


elf havealwajs been the most kindly, and 


relations between Mrs. Dewey aud m> 


on have always been trie most pleasant 
be thinks a great deal of him and he of 
er, and he is to be her heir as well as 
ine 
Tbis arrangement ia not in the 


east affected by the clamor which has 
risen within the last two days, nor by the 
act tbat Mrs. Dewey will transfer to my 
on to-morrow this hume. 


"This agitation has hurt my sou even 
lore than it has me. He is now 26 years 
f age and never in his life bas be asked 


for a dollar. When he was at St 


ohn's School, and afterward at Princeton, 
kept him supplied with money far in ad- 
anc» and he would frequently say tbat he 
ad no use for eo much money. I told 
iua if he did not want to spend it, to put 


in bank. 
It ia unlikely that I would 


eglect his interests now. 
"I would never have believed it possi- 
:e," he continued, "that tbe American 
eople who made eucb a hero of me two 
months ago, could have, in this brief per- 
)d, eo turned upon me aa to indulge in 
:ie worst sort of abuss. When I landed in 
few York I was told that I was tbe hero, 
16 idol of tbe naiion ; I was told that 
otbing was to good for me ; tbat any-

RUN. 


President of Congress Bautisla 
Surrenders 


Himself. 


A Manila dispatch of the 24th pays : 
Baiitista, President of tbe Filipino Con- 


gress, preseiated himself to General McAr- 
tbur to-day and formally renounced all 
further connection with the insurrection. 
He was 0110 of the influential Filipinos 
who hesitated at the beginning of the war 
as to the sirle with which to cii^t His lot. 
He wasoffered a judgeshipof tbeSupretne 
Court, but declined. He now announces 
that he desires to accept the position, and 
says tbe Filipino Congress and Cabinet 
are scattered never to reassemble. Rome 
of tbe members, he adds, have returned to 
their homes, while others are flying for 
safety. 
Many of bhe Congressmen have 


resigned, and he believes the Filipino sol- 
diers will lay down their arms as Boon aa 
they learn the truth. 


General Otis summarizes the situation 


in Luzon in a dispatch to the war Di'pait- 
ment, in wbicb be says that the insurgent 
"government" can no longer exist, its 
troops and officials are scattered and Agni- 
naido is hiding. Tbe dispatch follows : 


"Manila, Niv. 24.- Claim to Govern- 


ment by insurgents can be made no longer 
under any fiction ; its Treasurer, Secretary 
Inteiior and Ptestdent of Congresn in our. 
imnde ; Preaident and remaining Cabinet 
officers in hiding, evidently in different 
central Luzon provinces ; its generals and 
troops in small bands Featured iti'ongh 
these provinces, acting an banditti, or dis- 
bursed, playing tlu rule of 'atnijios,' with 
arms concealed.

Aguinaldodid not escape through the lines

PORK AS FOOD. 


A Writer Contends That ii is a Healthlul Food. 


The editor of a prominent New Yorfc 


Gaily* ii> a recent signed article concern- 
ing the general superiority of the Jews 
over the various Christian nationalities, 
credits their well-known greater im- 
munity from disease and consequently 
lower death rate, in great part to their 
abstentation from the use of pork as an 
article of diet. In hia capacity as gener- 
al instructor to the universe he must 
needs give reasons why the flesh of the 
pig is unwholesome. Says this knowing 
editor in effect: "The uog suffers from 
chronic indigestion, and like the dog, he 
does not sweat, and consequently is not 
fit to eat." 


The fact that pigs generally have indi- 


gestion is new iudeed to the great army 
of expert hog feeders. 
Hogs have a 


few diseases, it is true, but if one gets 
eick be generally dies, and that settles 
the matter, but as long as be is able to 
eat he digests his food without trouble. 
The powerful digestion of the hog is one 
of Nature's wonders. When killed, his 
stomach furnishes the pepsin that re- 
lieves the ills of dyspeptic humans. As 
to piggy's inability to get into a perspira- 
tion, it would be just about as consist- 
ent to object to him because he has a 
kink in his tail, and can't lash the flies 
from his flank. Nature has provided 
the bachyderms, to which order the hog 
belongs, with very effective kidneys ana 
sound lungs,which is more than can gen- 
erally be said of the modern cow. These 
blood purifying organs, together with 
large groups of sudorific glands on the 
inside of the foreleg, are sufficient to 
keep him in comfortable condition m the 
hottest parts of the earth. He and his 
thick-sKinned relatives, such as the 
elephant, rhinoeerous, etc., are univer- 
sally esteemed as food by the natives of 
the various localities in which they 
occur. Notwithstanding the unreason- 
able prejudice against the flesh of swine, 
sound pork is the principal feature in 
the diet of the most energetic peoples of 
the earth. 


The writer, during many years' prac- 


tice of medicine, never met with a case 
of sickness caused by eating properly- 
cooked pork, but has seen plenty of in- 
stances of bad effects following the use 
of veal and some other fish foods. Some 
people fancy pork products specially dis- 
agree with them, but when we get down 
to the facts, some other cause usually 
presents itself. The flesh of the pig re- 
quires more time for digestion than 
other meats, on account of the inter- 
mixture of tat with the muscular tissues, 
but there can be uo reasonable doubt 
that it possesses a better balance of 
nutriment, and taken in the long run is 
a more effective supporter of the vital 
forces. 


There are several reasons apparent 


why the Jews have better average health 
They are generally non-producers, avoid- 
ing all laborious and exhausting occupa- 
tions, and engaging in those commercial 
pursuits classed by the life insurance 
companies as "preferred risks." For 
thousands of years the Hebrews have 
heeded the sanitary regulations formula- 
ted by their great lawyer Moses, but the 
rejection of swine's flesh is certainly the 
least essential part of these common- 
sense rules. The meats they are allow- 
ed to consume have always been careful- 
ly inspected and killed by experts, uuder 
the guise of a religious rite. No "bob 
veal,'* tuberculous cows, nor "embalmed 
beaf" for the .Tews, and it is reasonable 
to suppose they now discriminate against 
deviled butter, oleo, filled cheese, and 
other nauseating imitations of animal 
products.—.i£v. 


FOREST LEAVES IN THE GARDEN. 


In discussing the matter of fertilizing 


a village garden with an old gardener 
he highly recommended autumn leaves. 
In the autumn of 1897, when the streets 
were fnll of autumn leaves, I made up 
my mind to try them. After a good 
ram I hired a village cartman to collect 
them for me, and dump them in a com- 
pact heap in a place in the garden, where 
a wagon could enter without doing harm 
He dumped eight loads.chargiug me only 
20 cents a load. Being gathered from 
the gutters, where they lay in heaps, 
having drifted thus in the rainstorm ot 
the previous day, it was an easy job, and 
he did it in a half day. In the spring of 
189S 
they were not sufficiently decom- 


posed to be desirable, and I left them 
undisturbed. Last spring a single hand- 
ling made them as fine as could be de 
sired. In fact, this leaf mold was worth 
to me three times its cost in commercial 
fertilizer, for it supplied a want which 
no commercial fertilizer can supply 
humus. I shall continue the practice, 
adding annually a little potash (muriate) 
or wood ashes to the pile, the latter of 
which I get from an open-grate wood 
fire, in spring and fall, in our sitting- 
room. 


My old friend who so strongly recom 


mended this, had a garden in which he 
had been obliged to raise the soil to a 
proper level, and really good surface soil 
was not to be had, so he had to use such 
as he conld get, much of it being subsoil 
w'len he dug the collar for his residence. 
He could furnish the nitrogen, potash 
and phosphoric acid from the dealers in 
those things, but 
the 
iudispensable 


vegetable humus he had to look for else* 
where, and be found it. U takes two 
winters to thoroughly decompose the 
leaves, but the? are worth the time and 
trouble it takes. I have begun arrange- 
ments for gatheriug them this fall, and 
when frost comes I shall double the 
quantity gathered. The present supply 
will be used in making the garden next 
spring. 
There is no place where leaves can be 
thus collected so easily as in villagas, 
where shade trees are abundant, and 
this qus'iQcation is growing year by year, 
as we are becoming better educated in 
their beauties, but of course, in many 
rural places other than villages, they are 
to be had ata slightly increased expense.

THE USE OF APPLES. 


Apples are at this season the house- 


wife's greatest standby. 
Many and 


•arious are the ways in which they may 
je used. The old-fashioned way of bak- 
ng instead of stewing applesauce, is one 
way not practiced by every housekeeper. 


'ill a small fire-proof pudding diah with 


any sour, fine-flavored apples that have 
been pared, quartered and cored. Turn 
>ver them a large cupful of sugar and 
one of water. Cover the diah closely 
and place it in a slow oven, and let it 
bake for four hours. When removed, 
one will and the flavor and color of the 
,pples much superior to those stewed on 
top of the range. 


Pt/B PIE.—Make a paste by using 


one cup of. lard to one of cold water and 


teaspoonfnl ot salt, handling it as little 


as possible. Line pie plates with tbe 
mste, fill half full of thinly sliced apples, 
add three-fourths cupful of sugar, but- 
ter the size of a walnut, and any spice 
preferred; add two tablespoonfuls of 
water, and cover with an upper crust. 
Bake three-quarters of an hour in a 
moderate oven. 


PLE PRESERVES, — Peel, quarter 


and core enough Spitz^nburgs or other 
flne-flavored apples to make two quarts 
Place over the fire in a porcelain lined 
kettle two cupfuls of water and one pint 
of granulated sugar. When tbe syrup 
is boiling hot, put in the quartered ap 
pies and half a lemon. Cover closely 
and let them simmer on top of the stove 
for two hours, Skim out the apples 
without breaking them : then boil down 
the liquor till of the consistency of 
syrup and turn over them. 


BOILED APPLES —Pare a dozen sweet 


apples and place them in a porcelain-lin- 
ed kettle; add sufficient water to cover 
them, and boil until tender; then add a 
cupful of sugar and cook slowly until 
the ayrup is of the consistency of molas- 
ses. Place the fruit in a deep dish and 
turn tbe syrup over tbern ; some cooks 
add a small piece of butter. 


APPLE SNOW.—Grate two large sour 


apples and cover with white sugar as 
fast as grated, until J of a cupful has 
been used. This will keep the grated 
apple from turning dark. 
Beat the 


whites of two eggs to a froth, and turn 
over the apple. Make a smooth custard 
of the yolks and one tablespoonful ot 
cornstarch (dissolved) by stirring it into 
half a pint of sweet milk boiling hot. 
When cold, season with vanilla and turn 
over the apples. 


SCOTCH APPLE PuDDixe.—Por 


small family, fill a deep earthen pie plate 
with sliced sour apples. Make a batter 
by using half a pint of sweet milk, one 
tableapoonful of melted butter and a 
heaping cupful of flour, in which one 
and a half teaspoonfuls of baking po 
der has been thoroughly mixed. Beat 
well together, and turn over tbe apples 
after adding two 
tablespoonfuls o! 


water. 
Bake until thoroughly done 


and turn upside down on a plate and 
divide into quarters. To be eaten with 
butter and sugar, or if preferred cream 
and sugar. 


DEIED-APFLE FKUIT CAKE.—Cover 


a half pint of sour dried apples with 
cold water and let them soak over night 
Drain cfi any water that may remain 
chop the apples and stew them twent) 
minutes in a pint of molasses; add cin 
namon, mace and cloves, a teaspooonfu 
of each. When cold, add half a poum 
of butter, one egg, a level teaspoontu 
of soda dissolved inbollng water, and a 
half pound of seeded raisins, and flou 
to make a stiff batter. Mix very thor 
oughly and bake in a moderate oven un 
til the loaf is well baked.

APPLES AS MEDICINE. 


Chemically the apple is composed o 


vegetable fibre, albumen, sugar, gutn 
chlorophyll, malic acid, gallic acid, lim 
and much water. 
Furthermore, tb 


apple contains a larger percentage o 
phosphorous than any other fruit o 
vegetable. This phosphorous, says tb 
Family Doctor, is admirably adapted fo 
renewing the essential nervous matter 
lethicin, of the braiu and spinal cord 
It is perhaps for the same reason, rudel 
understood, that old Scandinavian tra 
ditions represent the apple as the fooc 
of the gods, who when they felt them 
selves to be growing feeble and infirm 
resorted to this fruit for renewing tbei 
powers of mind and body. Also thi 
acids of the apple are of gre ,t use fo 
men of sedentary habita, whose liver 
are sluggish in action, these acids serving 
to eliminate from the body noxious mat 
ters, which if retained would make th 
brain heavy and dull, or bring abou 
jaundice or skin eruptions and otbe 
allied troubles. Some such experienc 
must have led to our custom of taking 
apple sauce with roast pork, rich goosi 
and like dishes. The malic acid of ripi 
apples, either raw or cooked, will neu 
tralize any excess of chalky matter en 
gendered by eating too much meal. I 
is also a fact that such fresh fruit as th 
apple, the pear and thaplum when taken 
ripe, and without sugar, diminish acidity 
in the stomach, rather than provoke it 
Their vegetable salts and juices are con 
verted into alkaline carbonates, whicb 
tend to counteract acidity. A ripe, raw 
apple is one of tbe easiest vegetable sub 
stances for the stomach to deal with, tb 
whole process of its digestion being com 
pleted in 86 minutes. Gerard foum 
that the "pulpe of roasted apples mixed 
in a wine quart of f aire water, and labor 
ed together until it comes to be as apple 
and ale—which are call lambeswool— 
never faileth in certain diseases of th 
raines, which myself hath often proved 
and gained thereby both crowns and 
credit." "The paring of an apple, cu 
somewhat thick and the inside thereo 
is laid to hot, burning, or running eyes 
at night, when the party goes to bed, and 
is tied or bound to the same, doth help 
the trouble very speedily; aud contrary 
to expectation—an excellent secret. " 


THE CORN CROP. 


Tbe returns indicate an average yielc 


of 25 2 bushels per acre, as compared 
with the preliminary estimate of 24; 
bushels in November last, of 23 7 bushel 
in ^November, 1S97, and 24 bushels, thi 
mean of the preliminary estimates of tbe 
last ten years. While the corn crop o: 
1899 promises to be one of the 
foui 


largest corn crops ever raised, its excess 
above the average is by no means equally 
distributed among the corn-growing 
States. Of the six States whose crop, 
will each exceed 100,000000 bushels 
Indiana, Illinois, Kansas, and Nebraska 
report a yield in excess of their ten-yea 
averages, Missouri falls 3 bushels pe: 
acre below such average, while Iowa 
reports about an average yield. 
The 


reports from twelve Southern States iu 
dicate a production of 85.000,000 bushel 
less than last year, and just as an excep 
tionally large production in these States 
last year appreciably increased the aver 
age for the country as a whole, so the 
present decline has perceptibly reduced 
it. Tbe average as to quality is 87 2 pe 
cent., as compared with 82 7 per cent 
last year, and 86 3 per cent, in Novem 
ber, 1897. It is estimated that 5.9 pe 
cent, of the corn crop of 1898 was slill in 
the bands of farmers on November 1 
1899, as compared with 7 25 per cent, o 
tbe crop of 1897 in farmers' hands on 
November 1,1898.— U. S. Crop Circular
